AUBURN, N. Y., July 21.—Fifty 
long-term convicts at Auburn state 
prison yesterday led a revolt of the 
I.TCIO inmates, captured the prison 
arsenal, with its st<K!k of approxi 
mately 50 rifles and four machine 
guns, stormed the main gates; fired 
several prison shops, with an esti­ 
mated loss of 1500.000 and shot four 
guards, one seriously. 
Four convicts escaped from the 
prison in the first rush; two of the 
mutineers were killed by the fire 
of the guards, and a third 
w”ounded seriously. 
A mere handful of 
guards, 
two 
thirds of the staff being off duty 
because it was Sunday, beat back 
the first attack of the rioters, ten. 
reinforced by the remaining guards, 
hasUly recalled, and by state troop- 
ers, they held a yelling, surging 
mob of convicts at bay until the 
outbreak spent its force and quiet 
was restored. 
The four convicts who escaped, 
were: 
George Small, serving a term of 
12 years for robbery. 
Joseph Caprico, serving a 20 year 
term for robbery. 
Arthur Barry, seving 25 years for 
burglary. 


Steve Pawllk, robber, serving life 
as a fourth offender. 
A checkup today showed that, 
with the exception of the slain con­ 
victs, one in a hospital, and the 
four who escaped, every Inmate of 
the prison was in a cell, although 
the cells were crowded because of 
the damage to a cell block by fire. 
While most of the rifles stolen 
from the prison arsenal had been 
recovered, three machine guns were 
missing. 
Prison officials pointed 
to the 
similarity between the outbi^k at 
Aubnm yesterday and the revolt 
of the prisoners at Clinton prison, 
Dannemora. a week ago. News of

world. 
Today vigilance at state prisons 
was even more keen, four machine 
guns were placed on the docks at

grounds from the Hudson river. 
When the checkup was completed 
early today, it was found that two 
convicts were dead, they were: 
Joseph CiiTlgone, sentenced for a 
term of seven and one half to fif­ 
teen years for arson. 
George Wright, serving 15 years 
for robbery. 
One convict was in the prison 
hospital but his name was not dis 
closed. Eleven other convicts who 
had been in the prison hospital an 
the outbreak of the revolt were re­ 
moved to the Auburn city hospita 
under guard. The total population 
of the prison was 1,772. 
Dr. Raymond F. C. Kleb, state 
commissioner of corrections, attri 
buted the outbreak to overcrow'din^ 
of prisoners and said he had 
been 
"fearing it for a long time."

Press says. 
The mo unted custo m guards, generally 
patro lling in pairs because o f the peril o f 
their wo rk, and o n o ccasio n traveling in 
iarger gro ups, watch 
certain 
strategic 
po ints alo ng the Mexican bo rder in an at­ 
tempt to prevent smuggling. 
The Mexi­ 
can bo rder has never been a tame place, 
due to the lawless co nditio ns which pre­ 
vail so uth o f the line and to the fact that 
the Mexican criminal can find safety by 
merely cro ssing the fro ntier, and just no w 
the situatio n has been made much wo rse 
by the pro fits to be made by running 
Mexican bo o ze into the United States. 
Rum runners o n the bo rder are general­ 
ly o f the Mexican bandit type. 
They are 
well armed and when caught in their law­ 
less o ccupatio n are pro ne to seek safety 
by the primitive metho d o f killing tho se 
who wo uld apprehend them and then re­ 
cro ssing the bo rder again. 
And at times, 
as at El Paso recently, they seek to dis­ 
co urage custo m guards by ambushing and 
murdering a few as they ride abo ut their 
duties. 
Custo m guards are unassuming indi­ 
viduals o f the o ld fro ntier type. They are 
keen-eyed men, quick o n the trigger, ac­ 
curate with the weapo ns they carry and 
swift to use them. 
There is no great o ut­ 
cry abo ut the men they have to kill.

Mexican bandit slain is no thing fo r anyo ne 
to get excited abo ut and besides it is well 
understo o d that the slayer survived o nly 
because he sho t first o r straightest. 
The mo unted custo m guard killed and 
was killed lo ng befo re America went dry. 
Pro hibitio n merely made his o ld J o b hard­ 
er and increased the number and fero city 
o f his enemies. 
He is a character such as 
a no velist sho uld revel o ver— and so me 
bright day the writers will wake up to 
that fact.

He says that it was built and that practi­ 
cal men declared it successful. 
“ If I can 
find that lo co mo tive. Pm sure that the 
pro blem o f smo ke in Chicago is so lved. It 
wo uld eliminate the necessity o f spending 
$8 00,000,000 to electrify the railro ads en­ 
tering Chicago and their terminals, re­ 
mo ve at least two -thirds o f the smo ke pail 
that hangs o ver the city and wo uld have 
fuel and po wer.“ 
Mr. Friese insists that this “ mystery 
engine” was invented befo re the wo rld 
war. 
It was last kno wn to be at To ledo . 
He is striving to find o ut how it disappear­ 
ed. The invento r died and a partner van­ 
ished. 
Mr. Friese do es no t believe that 
the lo co mo tive has been destro yed, rather 
that it has been allo wed to hide in so me 
yard.

“ This ‘mystery engine’ was invented be­ 
fo re the wo rld war,” he says. 
“ It is o f 
the steam-gas variety, abso lutely smo ke­ 
less, free fro m bo iler scale, starts under 
lo ad, is no iseless, has no escaping steam 
and gets 6 0 per cent efficiency where 
mo st engines get o nly 15 to 20 per cent. 
It aro used keen interest amo ng high navy 
o fficials, engineers o f the New Yo rk Cen­ 
tral and o ther railro ads, o ne o f which o f­ 
fered to put $100,000 into the develo p­ 
ment.” 
It certainly so unds like a desirable lo ­ 
co mo tive. 
It has, as the bo y wo uld say, 
everything. 
That so excellent an engine 
co uld disappear is peculiar. 
It wo uld 
seem that railro ads wo uld have kept trace 
o f it. 
They want a lo co mo tive that is 6 0 
( i nt efficient, costs less to build than 
ordinary 
co abburning engines, costs less 
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to o perate, is smo keless. 
As Mr. Priese 
describes this ‘‘mystery engine” it is a 
parago n amo ng lo co mo tives. It appro ach­ 
es perfectio n. 
A lo co mo tive o f this type wo uld be a 
bo o n to o ther co mmunities than Chicago . 
Perso ns living near railro ad tracks in this 
part o f the co untry wo uld applaud the 
use o f such a lo co mo tive.

o nly to mo st o f the states o f the unio n, 
but to the uttermo st parts o f the earth.” 
The revenue is abo ut $1,6 00,000 a year. 
The Idaho bean industry ‘‘has been able 
to co mpete in many 
distant 
markets. 
Idaho beans in 19 27 went into thirty-two 
states.” The revenue was in excess o f 
$4,000,000. 
During the last seaso n 29 ,000 cars, o r 
5 00,000 to ns, o f po tato es were shipped 
fro m so uthern Idaho po ints into fo rty-six 
states o f the unio n. Idaho ’s revenue fro m 
po tato es during the last three years has 
averaged mo re than $17 ,000,000 a year. 
Idaho wheat was shipped into twenty- 
o ne states last year; wheat and flo ur into 
twenty-eight states.

This garden area is igno rant

mers must pro duce feedsuffs to carry their 
cattle and livesto ck thro ugh rigo ro us win­ 
ters. They do no t enjo y co nditio ns whereby 
their animals can live in the o pen thro ugh­ 
o ut the year. 
They must maintain great 
barns.

o ther states because they strive to buy 
less than they sell.

To day Iceland has but two 
naval patro l bo ats and the glo ry o f the 
Viking ships is but a saga o f the past.

STREAM THREATENS 
DAMAGE TO TOWN

Missouri River, amid intermittent 
rumbles, today continued to devour 
a strip of land less than 40 feet 
wide which separates the main high­ 
way leading into Corning from the 
river.

SUDDEN DEATH IN 
FAMILY MYSTIFY

LONDON, July 29.—The sudden 
deaths of three members of a Croy­ 
don family which for months have 
engaged the closest attention of 
police authorities today developed 
into a full fledged murder mystery 
with a verdict of murder by poison 
returned by a coroner’s jury. 
The jury found that Miss Vera 
Sidney, one of the three persons in 
the same family whose death w”as 
connected with the mysterious case 
died from poison administered by a 
person or persons unknown. 
The other two persons wiio died 
from 
poison 
were 
Mrs. 
Violet 
Amelia Sidney, mother of Vera, and 
Edmond Creighton Duff, who was 
Mrs. Sidney’s son-in-iaw% 
Duff died 
on April 27, 1928, Vera on February 
14, 1929, and Mrs. idney on April 
5, 1929. 
The suspicious circumstances at­ 
tached to their deaths caused the 
exhumation of the bodies and a cor­ 
oner’s jury for weeks has been hear­ 
ing testimony, the case stirring an 
unusual amount of iliterest since it 
bore all the marks of being one of 
those major crimes which at times 
make their appearance in British 
criminal history. 
Among the principal witnesses at 
the Inquest were Mrs. Grace Duff, 
widow' of Edmund Duff and her 
brother. 
Mrs. Duff Is the mother of two 
children, a boy 15 and a young girl. 
The boy was among the w'itnesses 
testifying at his father’s Inquest last 
week. 
Dr. H. Beecher Jackson, the coro­ 
ner, pointed 
out 
that 
all 
three 
deaths happened in the same family 
within a year or two, all from pois­ 
on, and that in each case the vic­ 
tim w’as the only member of the 
household who suffered from pois­ 
oning at that time, in Vera Sidney’s 
case, he said there was reason to 
believe the poison w'as in the soup 
W'hich she alone in the household 
was in the habit of taking, and in 
Mr. Duff’s case there was evidence 
that the poison probably was taken 
in liquid form. 
Duff was the only 
members of this household w'ho took 
beer or whiskey. 
Th€ mystery, which has all the 
elements of a perfect Conan Doyle 
detective story, w^as further compli­ 
cated by threats of death received 
by the coroner and chief detective 
on the case. 
A constant police 
guard was kept at the coroner’s 
house, Mrs. Grace Duff and her 
brother Thomas Sidney also have 
received threatening letters.
